President Ramon Magsaysay— 
who promptly declared a state 
of emergency—flew to hardest 
hit cities, Ozamis. in Misamis 
Occidental province, and Dan- 
salan and Iligan in Lanao.

“Most casualties were due to 
drowing when homes built on 
stilts along the Aake ~ shore 
topped,” Lluch said.

Philippine geophysicists 
headed by Arturo Alcaraz said 
the quake epicenter was in the 
area bétween Lake Lanao and 
Iligan, north coastal city. “This 
was the worst earthquake we've 
had this century,” Alcaraz told 
me. “I believe the intensity 
reached seven or even eight in 
sOme area around Lake Lanao. 
Fissures indicated terrific 
force.” 

Yawning cracks split high- 
ways, bridges were  twisteli, 
churches, public buildings and 
houses collapsed. 

Lt. Col. Antonio. Garela of the 
Philippines constabulary. report- 
ed the waters of Lake Lanao 
dropped three or four feet, ap- 
parently drained by a fissure 
on its floor.

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CITY STUDYING 
ON REGEDTS TAX 


Utility Is’ Questioning 
Validity of Levy — 
Revenue to St. Louis 
Is-$800;000 a Year. 


A challenge of the legality of 
the municipal tax on St, Louis 
‘Piblic Service Co.’s gross” re- 
ceipts was being studied today 
by City Counselor Samuel H. 
Liberman. 

The question was raised yes- 
terday when the utilitv, present- 
ing a check for $782,964 to the 
city license collector as its pay- 
ment for the year ended last 
Jan. 31, announced that it was 
paying the 5 per cent tax under 
protest. 

Public Service Co has been 
paying an annual city tax on its 
gross receipts since 1920. It 
explained that it is questioning 
the validity of such a levy now 
because the point was raised a 
few weeks ago by Kansas City 
Public Service Co. (which has 
no connection with St. Louis 
Public Service), 

On hearing of the develop- 
ment in Kansas City, the firm 
of Lowenhaupt, Mattingly, Chas- 
noff & Stolar, tax counsel for 
the St. Louis utility, raised the 
same question here. 

Provisions of Law. 

Section 301.340, Revised Stat- 
utes of Missouri, 1949, author- 
izes municipalities to impose an 
occupation tax on the business 
of transporting passengers in 
motor vehicles, the tax to be 


measured by the number of 
vehicles used. 
Another provision . states: 


“When the owner of any motor 
vehicle .. . shall have complied 
with the requirements of this 
law he shall not be required to 
pay any license tax or fee to amy 
municipality, or to submit to any 
other requirement, except as 
authorized by this law, in any 
municipality of this state.” 

The public utilities in St 
Louis and Kansas City argue that 
this last provision applies not 
only to individual motorists but 
to transportation firms. ~ They 
confend that the state law says 
nothing about the right of 4 
municipality to tax gross re- 
ceipts, and that the levy there- 
fore is invalid. :

Some 
observers in Karachi believe that the thance 
of Pakistah’s becoming a democracy in the next 
decade are now more remote than eVer.

“Then is his wife really the 
proper one to be executor of 
his will?” 

“His lawyer can advise him 
on that after learning all the 
facts, but in such a case as your 
correspondent describes, he 
might name his wife as execu- 
tor with a proviso that if she 
dies or is incapacitated his 
brother or someone else on 
whom he can rely will take her 
place. That prevents expen- 
sive changes of plan and un- 
pleasant surprises. But laws 
differ in various parts of the 
country, and only a lawyer can 
advise in an individual case. 
In addition, let me suggest the 
desirability of leaving keep- 
sakes or things of sentimental 
value, to various other relatives 
and friends. It’s a good way 
to strengthen family relations.”

My Day , 
Tour of Tel Aviv.

NEW YORK. 

AST Thursday evening in 

Tel Aviv I met with some 40 
~ Women representing the 
Council of Women’s Organiza- 
tions under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. B. Idelson, who is in charge 
of women’s activities in the His- 
tadruth. The Histadruth is the 
Federation of Labor, which in- 
— all organized labor in Is- 
rael. ° 

I was anxious to meet with 
this group of women because 
they represent the organized 
women of Israel as a whole. 
They were able to. tell me of 
their efforts in this Council to 
prevent duplication and to in- 
tegrate all the women coming 
into Israel. They realize, of 
course, that there is a tremen- 
dous amount of education to be 
done, but they are making every 
effort to bring the change about 
as quickly as possible.

ON FRIDAY MORNING we 
left before 8 o'clock and, again 
guided by -Mrs. Moshe Dayan, 
visited a nearby village. At this 
settlement silver work, basket 
weaving and embroidery are 
organized for the benefit of per- 
sons who are in some way handi- 
capped. One man we saw at 
work was deaf and dumb and 
another man could not walk. 
The work they do is excellent, 
however, and I am sure it helps 
everyone of the workers to feel 
that they are able to contribute 
to the upkeep of their families. 

From this settlement we visit- 
ed a children’s village, which I 
had seen on my previous trip 
to Israel. This particular under- 
taking is run by the Mizrachi, 
or religious women, of the Unit- 
ed States, and is named for 
Bessie Gotsfeld. There are now 
300 children at the settlement, 
whereas there had been less 
than 200 when I was last there. 
and they are ready to accept 50 
more youngsters. 

The children get training in 
machine shop work, in carpentry, 
in weaving and in agriculture. 
The school in the area is oper- 
ated under the supervision of 
the various government depart- 
ments. All the youngsters work 
tour hours a day and the older 


children , study for six ‘hours. 
This makes a long day for some 
of them, but they all get along 
well and look healthy.

FROM THE CHILDREN’S 
VILLAGE we went to the Fed- 
eration of Labor building and 
had a talk with the Director- 
General and also met the Execu- 
tive Committee. 

_I_was particularly interested 
to learn that election of de!e- 
gates to the labor convention is 
held on a nationwide ba§is. This 
convention chooses the bcard 
that runs the Federation. I also 
learned that the wife of a mem- 
ber of the Federation, through 
her husband’s membership, has 
the right to vote in the general 
elections for the board. Because 
she does not belong to a union, 
however, she cannot vote in the 
elections of any special union. 
This right to vote in the gen- 
eral elections, though, gives the 
women a greater sense of par- 
ticipation in the work of the 
Federation, and Mrs. Idelson 
told me that their biggest group 
is the Housewives League.

Dry Cleaning. 
Safety

HIS is the season of the year 
T when the ambitious house- 
wife: takes a critical look at 
her home and turns her thoughts 
and energies to housecleaning. 
The thrifty housewife, who is 
constantly confronted with the 
ever-increasing cost of living, 
may decide to do her own dry 
cleaning. But is she aware of 
potential health hazards inherent 
in the use of cleaning solvents 
on rugs, dipholstery ‘or clothing, 
if proper safeguards are not 
taken?

THE most commonly used 
preparation for home dry clean- 
ing is carbon tetrachloride, a 
noninflammable agent. Although 
an effective cleaner it can be 
dangerous when used in an un- 
ventilated room. A fraction of 
an ounce of carbon tetrachloride 
will evaporate to a high enough 
concentration to cause illness 
after prolonged inhalation. 

The early symptoms of carbon 
tetrachloride poisoning due to 
inhalation include dizziness, 
headaches, occasional nausea, 
fatigue, drowsiness and visual 
disturbance.

TO BE on the safe side and 

avoid these dangers: 
Always read the label. All 


‘ commercially prepared cleaning 


compounds should have labels 
indicating the type of solvents 
in the compound, whether they 
are inflammable, and the condi- 
‘tions under which they can be 
used with safety. 

Avoid the use of inflammable 
agents such as naphtha, gasoline 
and benzene. But if you find that 
your compound contains inflam- 
mable solvents never use it near 
open flames or where the danger 
of sparks exists. Don’t smoke 
or use fans with non-explosion- 
proof motors. 

Whenever possible do your dry 
cleaning out of doors. In the 
house be sure the room is well 
ventilated, with all the windows 
open. 

If some of the fluid is spilled 
on the floor or work area clean 
it up immediately. If the fluid 
gets on your skin wash with 
soap and water immediately. 

When not in use keep cleaning 
fluid tightly closed in a properly 
labeled container, and out of 
reach of children.
